S OUTHERN California’s first 
fiesta and No. 1 attraction 

this month, the most impres¬ 
sive and beautiful Wistaria Fete in 
the city’s history, swings into its 
third record-breaking week tomor¬ 
row, with the pro pcct the Fete 
may be continued until early May. 

Mild spring weather neither 
too warm nor too cool have 
brought the vine almost to a peak 
of breath-taking loveliness never 
1; of ore attained, its acre of bloom-. 

veritable mist of 


Work on 
Madre-Arcadia flood control pro¬ 
ject is scheduled to start before 
the end of the year, the county 
six-year plan of public works, 
adopted and forwarded to the 
state planning commission, re¬ 
veals. 

The project is the 16th - in line 
of priority, out of a total of 104 
tentatively announced to get 
under way during 1937. 

Estimated expenditures call for 
$863,100 to be spent on the pro¬ 
ject this year, $1,462,500 in 1938 
and $2,856,700 in 1939. 

The county’s program, which 
lists a grand total of 299 pro¬ 
jects and aggregates nearly $99,- 
000,000, includes the linking up 
of Orange Grove avenue here 
with Pasadena’s Orange Grove 
avenue, at an estimated cost of 
$49,000. The work is scheduled to 
be done in 1938 and Is 164th in 
line of priority for that year’s 
projects. 

Broken down by years, the pro- ! 
posed 299 projects throughout the j 
county call for expenditure of 
$19,087,491 in 1937, $19,681,120 

in 1938, $18,041,639 in 1939, $14,- 
344,824 in 1940, $13,114,558 in j 

1941 and $14,382,360 in 1942. 

Also included in the plan is j 
the Henninger Flats Nursery 5 
project, at an estimated cost of \ 
$133,332. The work is scheduled 
to be done during 1938 and 1939. 

The Ross Field project in Ar¬ 
cadia, work on which is now 
nearing completion, is down for a 
total expenditure of $494,519. 

Conferences with the various ! 
cities of the county to coordinate 
the program have been ordered 
by the board of supervisors, who 
| have instructed the county re- 
1 gional planning commission to j 
' confer with the cities to eliminate 
j duplicate projects and to arrange 
I joint sponsorship of those pro¬ 
jects which extend into both city 
: and county territory. 

“It should be understood that 
the various projects are strictly 
tentative and that there is no ' 
money now available to finance 

them,” it is explained by Super 
visor H. C. Legg, upon whose 
resolution the organized plan of 
j development was ordered by the 
■ u.pervisors. 

“The purpose of the plan is for 
the county to be prepared with 
a definite program, if and when 
it is possible to secure the neces- 
I sary financial assistance from 
either the state of Federal gov- 
1 ernments.” 

The state planning commission 
; is now studying these projects for 
the purpose of incorporating the 
| more worthy of them in a state- 
; wide program to be submitted to 
the National Resources Board in 
! Washington.

P.T.A. bodies 
from all adjacent communities 
will be entertained by the local 
group. 

Anzac Day will be celebrated 
on Wednesday when Australians 
and New Zealanders in Southern 
California will inspect Scenic 
Point’s wonderland.

Fellowship Society and the Mon¬ 
rovia Dinner Club.

Ben J. Grnr mel told the meet¬ 
ing he “wouldn’t be surprised” 
if Bonnel had already reached 
“some sort of an understanding” 
with the bondholders on the basis 
of a settlement of 75 cents on the 
dollar. 

Opening the meeting, Bonnel 
declared that “you’ve got to face 
the facts. You’re going to h ve¬ 
to pay a rather expensive price 
for these bonds, as some of the 
bondholders are hard boiled and 
still are holding out for 100 
cents on the dollar.” 

He softened his statements with 
the opinion that “it will be only 
a matter of time” before a re¬ 
adjustment can be worked out. 

Hitting at possible financial as¬ 
sistance by the city council, he 
said he “believed the council may 
find ’something' to help relieve 
a certain amount of the defaulted 
securities.” 

He reiterated that the county 
has ruled the district can have 
“no recourse to public funds”— 
meaning gasoline tax allotments 
— but added that “you've got a 
good supervisor here and super¬ 
visors always have money.” 

Whether the city, which owns 
property in the district will as¬ 
sume a share of the assessments 
is a “question for future discus¬ 
sion,” he stated. 

Summing up the district’s sta¬ 
tus, he pointed out that $5500 in 
general taxes are delinquent in 
the district and that it will be 
necessary to restore $17,000 in 
assessed valuation to the tax rolls 
He emphasized that the position 
of the bondholders “is not pre¬ 
carious.”

It has been some time since 
we have been called out at night, 
and although to answer a call 
and jump from a warm bed has 
always been a thrill and a plea¬ 
sure, this is a job for youth. 

Bob Newbery and Don Hosford 
have answered the “call of the 
wild" and can be seen at the 
parking lot of the Wistaria gar¬ 
dens. 

While driving the fire truck in 
answer to the recent fire call, 
Joe Swanson was very much 
handicapped by a car driven in 
front of the truck. Driving his 
car in between two fire trucks 
this driver not only endangered 
his own life and those of the 
truck drivers, but he very badly 
hindered the firemen from doing 
efficient work. The drivers of the 
fire trucks are drilled to drive 
very carefully and avoid accidents 
but still they are expected to 
get to a fire as soon as possible. 
The first few minutes at a fire 
are when the firemen get in their 
best work. The driver of the car 
was cited by Chief McMillan to 
appear before Judge Neale. 

The firemen earnestly urge 
people not to follow closely to 
the truck or to block the street 
in which the fire may occur. It 
is to the interest of the whole 
community and the interference 
of an individual should be pun- 
isshed. We can't take chances 
with fires here, ever.

A warning against picking and 
eating the county’s “Public 
Enemy No. P’ -the deadly toad¬ 
stool—has been issned by County 
Forester and Fire Warden Spence 
D. Turner. 

“Buy your mushrooms from a 
dependable merchant and play 
safe,” Turner advised. 

If you insist on picking your 
own mushrooms, however, Tur¬ 
ner had this to say: 

Don’t rely on the belief that 
the top of a mushroom peels 
more easily than does a toadstool, 
because it doesn't. Mushrooms 
aren't the only fungi with pink 
undersides. It’s risky to depend 
on placing a silver spoon or coin 
in the cooking container, in the 
belief that it will turn black is a 
toadstool is present. Many have 
died after eating following this 
test.” 

The abundance of rain has re¬ 
sulted in a big crop of the 
fungi on the mountain sides, 
hence the warning.

An adequate roadside tree¬ 
planting program is one of the 
county’s greatest needs during the 
next ten years, according to 
Forester Spence D. Turner. 

“At the present time there are 
far too few roads either county 
or state planted,” he reported. 

"Criticism is often voiced by 
not only local residents but par¬ 
ticularly by visitors from the Ea3t 
and Mid-West. 

“Since the greater part of the 
visitors now arrive by automobile 
there is a greater demand for 
beautification than ever before. 
There is no question but that 
the first impression of a visitor 
is the lasting one.” 

He urged that no tree planting 
bo done on any road in the future 
until it has been fully widened 
and pavement work, shoulders, 
drainage ditches, etc., completed.

Transplanting 

Technique 

The garden season has now 
reached a period when transplant¬ 
ing the seedlings which have grown 
in hotbeds, cold frames and boxes 
In the house is a main task. The 
first of these to go out are the head 
lettuce seedlings which can stand 
considerable in the way of cool 
weather and like it. 

In transplanting the lettuce, snip 
off the ends of the leaves for half 
their length. This will equalize for 
the disturbance of the roots in 
transplanting and the plants will 
take hold much quicker. Set the 
lettuce plants 8 inches apart in 
their beds and let the rows be at 
1 least a toot apart.

.TRANSPLANTED. ONCE - TWICE 

Following the lettuce the seed¬ 
ling onions are due to go in and 
they, too, should be snipped off, 
this rule applying to all seedlings 
in the vegetable garden. Mea^ire 
the proper distances between the 
plants as detailed on seed packets 
and stick to it even if the little 
plants look lonesome. They will 
fill their space in due time. 

Dig a hole sufficient to let the 
root occupy its full depth and to 
spread out the side roots. Don’t 
drop it in a wad. Set it deep, al¬ 
most to the seed leaves. This will 
be particularly necessary with 
seedlings that have grown long and 
leggy. Firm the earth carefully 
after the soil is filled in and soak. 
Choose a cloudy day if possible, 
otherwise shade with paper, straw¬ 
berry boxes or flower pots for a 
day or so. A board set on flower 
pots is a convenient method for 
shading a whole row at once. 

For the spring growing plants re¬ 
quiring a rich soil, a little plant 
foqd may be mixed with the soil at 
transplanting time so the roots 
Will have food at once.
